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On Board the Arabic. 


An ocean voyage is not necessarily 
one of uninterrupted pleasure. This 
brief prologue Is prompted by a recol- 
lection of some very disagreeable 
hours on this particular trip. 
The 


Arabic is not responsible for it how- 
ever; noble ship of oriental nomen- 
clature, she did her best, and but for 
her steady beams and serene behavior 
it might have been worse. 
The beginning of the journey was 
all that could have, been desired. 
Promptly at noon the Arabic quit her 
moorings in New York harbor, and 
glided 
noiselessly, 
majestically, 


through the ice-floes out toward the, 
open sea; fluttering from her masts 
the penrianta of all the nations, the 
Union, Jack and the Stars and Stripes 
overtopping them all; under an azure 
sky dappled with cloudlets that were 
feathers in the cap of as fine, a day 
as ever opened its glories to an in- 
nocent about to go abroad. A thous- 
and handkerchiefs waved a long and 
fond farewell from the receding pier; 
a thousand eyes on deck and pier 
were red with the sorrow 'of parting. 
The tall buildings of the metropolis, 
the streets of snow, the lanes of dark 
moving throngs, passed in swift pano- 
rama > the long span of Brooklyn 
bridge,- the cities of Jersey and 
Brooklyn, Castle Garden, Staten Is- 
land, the Statue of Liberty with torch 
uplifted, all swept by in solemn re- 
view; and at last the only link that 
hound us to native land was severed 
•when the pilot, who had steered our 
hoat' safely along the 
treacherous 


channel, climbed down and was offln 
a waiting skiff. 
The land grows dim and dimmer 
on the horizon until its profile is lost 
in the mist of distance. v And now for 
the first time corne's a thorough reali- 
zation of the fact that we have part- 
ed, temporarily though it be, with all 
that we love and hold dear. Alone 
on the desolate deep, without a friend 
among the hundreds who swarm the 
decks in companies and parties, call- 
ing each other by familiar names and 


l endearing terms; the vast unpeopled 
J^fe_an just entered upon, and on its 
other side strange lands and faces, 
and stranger tongues and customs. 
As I stood in seriouss contemplation of 
these things, in the freezing wind and 
the frigid social environment—I do 
not mind telling it—a tear, the es- 
sence of a homesick heart broke over 
the dykes, and I experienced a pang 
of sorrow as does the child when an> 
cruel circumstance separates it from 
its mother for the first time. 
The Arabic is a great passenger 
steamer, 620 feet in length, drawing 
34 feet of water and capable of caj> 
rying a cargo of 20,000 tons. She is 
01 English make and ownership and 
is manned by a crew of 320 men. 
When running on regular schedule 
she carries over 2,000 passengers but 
her mission is now a special one, and 
to avoid overcrowding the number is 
limited to 650. The personnel of our 
party is most excellent—men and 
women of culture and refinement, 
most of them Christians. 
During the 
day when the weather is favorable 
most of them sit on deck swathed in 
shawls or walk the long promenade. 
At night they gather in the libraries 
and dining saloons and engage in 
conversation, in games, or smoke 
while a considerable number are so 
infatuated witii the sea and the saline 
air that they would sit forever on 
deck did not the officers route them 
off to bed. 
The cuisine is sumptuous and is 


served in royal style. The pantry of 
the boat when it left New York con- 
tained 88,000 pounds of beef, 28,000 
pounds of turkey, chickens, squabs 
and rabbits; 144,000 pounds of po- 
tatoes,, 32,000 butter, 24,000 boxes 
of ice cream, 5,000 tons of drinking 
water, 95,000 flour, 7,500 coffee, 25,- 
000 sugar, 10,000 ga**ras milk, 60,- 
000 dozen eggs, 750 pounds tea. 
[These figures are to be taken from 
the books of the boat.] 
The bugle 
announces the meals; two sittings are 
required to accommodate the guests; 
and each repast is made the more en- 
joyable by strains of music from the 
orchestra. At dinner, (which trans- 
lated in Texas dialect means supper) 
the women appear in evening dress, 
and the men in swallow-tailed coats 
and immaculate shirts, the lights are 
brilliant, the linen spotless, the ta- 
bles decorated and burdened with 
viands in vessels of crystal and china, 
the waiters in uniform and full dress, 
the laughter, conversation and music 
—'tis like the materialization of a 
dream, a mirage that comes once a 
day to the delight of the caravans of 
the sea. 
Not mine the swallow-tail 
but mine the vision whenever It ap- 
pears.

A stateroom with three tenants i 


quite a close communion affair, es- 
pecially when the tenants hail from 
1 the generous western states of Michi- 


gan, Minnesota and Texas, and each 
of them carries a change of clothing 
for the return trip three months 
hence. 
When Miofiigan makes his 


toilet, Minnesota and Texas remain 
in bed and await their turn at the 
mirror. A regular schedule has been 
arranged for retiring and arising 
each having ten minutes to dress and 
back out.

Dear Sir;.—Major Taliaferro ten- 


dered his resignation as Agent of In- 
dians Affairs pt Fort Snelling in 
1840, after 21 years of faithful and 
arduous service in the Interests of the 
government and in protection of his 
Indian wards. The Indians had great 
love and regard for him and he had 
great influence over them, greater, 
even, than the rapacious traders and 
fur companies 


Immediately after his resignation 


he returned to Bedford, Pa., the na- 
tive place of his wife, where he built 
a fine and comfortable house in 
which they both lived until the death 
messenger came for them. 
During 


his residence in Bedford he was ap- 
pointed County Treasurer in 1846. 


In 1S5C he attended the laying of 


the corner stone of the Minnesota 
Historical Society in St. Paul. Here 
lie found no one who knew him nor 
did he get to "break bread" with any 
of the poor, made quickly rich; es- 
pecially were the agents of the fur 
companies and the traders exceeding- 
ly chilly towards him. In his journal 
ho says, "The remark of General 
Eachary Taylor (afterwards Presi- 
dent) becaraes applicable, 'Take the 
American Fui Comparn, in the ag- 
tji egato, and they are trie greatest set 
of scoundrels the world ever knew,' "

mained four years. In IS63, at the 
direction of the President, and with 
his consent, Majo^ Taliaferro waa 
placed on the retired list, with proper 
pay. 


I. N. Nicolett, in going to Washing- 


ton on one occasion, stopped off at 
Bedford in order to see his old 
friends, Major and Mrs. Taliaferro. 
While there he was taken sick and 
spent the winter, and by careful nurs- 
ing, recovered. 
In the spring they 


all went to 
Washington, where 


Nieolett resumed his official duties. 
Major Taliaferro says in his journal 
that the average allowance for the 
expenses of his agency did not ex- 
ceed $800 per year and many times 
he was compelled to pay out a por- 
tion of his meagre salary to cover 
the expenses. 
Thus it always ap- 


pears that while one honest official is 
trying to avoid extravagance for the 
government, that many are wasting 
its money. 


Major Taliaferro was an old-time 


soldier and gentleman; when he 
walked the streets of Bedford he 
carried himself erect and with a firm 
step. He was urbane in manner, kind 
in disposition, free in conversation 
with everybody, high and low, was 
strictly honest and the very soul of 
honor. 
He was also a warm and 


zealous Christian and was universally 
esteemed and loved by all. 


Major Taliaferro kept a daily 


journal of his 21 years' service at 
Fort Snelling, which, with hundreds 
of letters from distinguished civil and 
military men, he presented to the 
Minnesota Historical 
Society and 


which they published in their journ- 
als. 
When he came to Bedford in 


1840 he brought with him a large 
collection of Indian relics and curiosi- 
ties, which made quite a museum and 
was alwaj-s open to the citizens^ of 
Bedford.

"My age is now—April, 1864

Major Taliaferro and Miss Eliza 


Dillon were married in Bedford on 
May 2, 1832. He died in 1872 and 
she in March 1874. It is with great 
pleasure that I insert the following 
encomiums upon this departed man 
gentleman and soldier: 


"His was a long incumbency for 


such an office as that and showed 
that Major Taliaferro was active and 
faithful in the discharge of his duties, 
and such he certainly was. While in 
a position which many have used for 
their own aggrandizement, he was 
scrupulously honest. No charge was 
ever made against him of maladmin- 
istration In office for his own benefit. 
He labored to impress the tribes un- 
der his supervision with proper re- 


i spect for the government and 
by 


gratifying their penchant for "big 
tains" and ceremonies, kept them in 
good order and obedience."—The St.

' Mrs. Charlotte Owisconsin" Van 
Cleve says: 
"Major Taliaferro was, 


for many years, a member of our 
household and we all loved and hon- 
ored him. 
He waa very affable in 


conversation and full of anecdotes. 
He often told of the time when he 
returned 
home from 
college—he 


would use very big words in talking 
with the servants—and one of them 
said, "Oh, Massa Lawrence, you larn 
so much since you have been to col- 
ege, you be clar fool!"- Shortly be- 
!ore his death Mrs. Van CJeve wrote 
these words to Major Taliaferro, "A 
happy husband, beloved and honored 
friend; the faithful servant of the 
;overnment and humble follower of 
Christ." Mrs. Van Cleve, who is now 
iving In Minneapolis at the advanced 
age of 88, has had an eventful and 
useful life.

Baptismal name was Charlotte, after 
ler mother, and the second, Owis- 
onsin, given by the officers in view 
of the fact that she was born at the 
junction of the stream with the Mis- 
sissippi. She married a young lieu- 
tenant, a graduate of West Point, H. 
P. Van Cleve, at one time Adjutant 
General of Minnesota, now deceased. 


S. W. Pond in the life of his fath- 


r, a missionary to the Indians in 
early days, says: 
"Major Taliaferro 


was a man peculiarly fitted by nature 
and training to successfully discharge 
the responsible duties pertaining to 
the office of Indian Agent for so num- 
erous and warlike a nation as that of 
the Dacotahs. 
He was for many 


years their agent and his rare judg- 
ment and firm decision of character 
preserved order, to a remarkable de- 


ree, among the Indians under his 


authority, so that he was accustomed 
to say that during the period of his 
official management no white man 
iad been killed by an Indian in his 
territory.

I append this note tor the reason 


that it pertains to the Indians but 
not to Major Taliaferro. 


In my researches here I was great- 


y surprised when I read about sev- 
eral French Commandants who had 
held posts in this region in 1753 and 
who were subsequently transferred 
to Pennsylvania during the French- 
Indian War of 1755. Here were the 
brave and reckless 
Beaujeu 
and 


Lignery fighting the Fox Indians. 
Beaujeu led allied French and Indian 
forces against General Braddock in 
1755 from Fort Du Quesne and was 
killed in the first encounter. Legar- 
dem Pierre, commandant at Macki- 
naw, was transferred to Fort Le 
Boeuf on Fretoch Creek, Pa., where he 
gave his haughty reply to Washing- 
ton, on, delivering the message of the 
Governor of Virginia, commanding 
the French to leave the region. In- 
September, 1855, he fell in the bat- 
tle at Lake George. 
Lieutenant 


Marion, who gave a detailed account 
of General Braddock's defeat to the 
Governor of Canada was also station- 
ed in this region.

FARMERS' INSTITUTE 


Interesting Sessions Held at Yellow 


Creek. 


Yellow Creek, March il, 1907. 
The Farmers' Institute held in the 


Reformed 
church 
at 
this 
place 


March 8-9 was a success and every- 
body present seemed Jto take "a great 
nterest in the discussions given by 
Messrs. J. S. Burns, D. H. Watts and 
Weils W. Cook. The meeting was 
called at 1:30 o'clock Friday after- 
noon when Ex-Sheriff H. W. Cogan 
made the opening address. 


Mr. Cogan said: 
"Gentlemen and 


Ladies—We welcome you here to 
take part in these meetings and to 
help make them a success. To the 
:entlemen who caine to us, from oth- 
er places we give to them a most 
hearty, welcome and hope that we 
may be better fitted for this great 
agricultural work before us." 


J. S. Burns then spoke in response: 


'Fellow Farmers—When we come in- 
to a place to hold institutes we invite 
everybody 'to help us. 
We have 


wrought with us parties who are prac- 
tical institute workers and we are 
from farms conducted by ourselves, 
and can talk from actual experience, 
and you are requested to ask any 
questions upon which you desire any 
information." 


Soil, Seed-Bed and Plant was then 


discussed by Prof. D. H. Watts, who 
said that we all know we must use 
our best judgment in selecting the 
kinds of soil best adapted to certain 
kinds of seed. Many of us do not 
have our soil deep enough and par- 
ticularly on hill sides where the soil 
does not have water-holding power. 
I would advise the use of some green 
cropping to help enrich the soil. Ca- 
nadian field peas are an excellent 
green, cropper as also any kinds of 
clover; and in connection would use 
lime, about 400 or 600 pounds to the 
acre. 
In this way we may get up 


very thin land. We usually have a 
pretty good seed-bed when we once 
have the soil in good cultivation. 


Prof. Wells W. Cook then spoke 


on Utilizing the Whole Value of 
Farm Manure. In order to get good 
results from the soil we must have 
backbone there; it might be advisable 
in some instances to use some com- 
mercial fertilizers, but one of com- 
mon and best ways is by common sta- 
ble manure. We must be careful to 
save every particle of it. Most farm- 
ers do not save the most valuable 
part, the liquid manure. 
Farmers 


who allow their manure to lie out in 
the yard for six or eight months do 
not get the best of it as the most 
valuable part escapes in the open air 
while the liquid part is allowed to 
pass off in waste. 


Saturday Morning 


Apple Orchards and Their Care was 


taken up by Prof. D. H. Watts. Farm- 
ers are giving up certain supplies 
about the farm, and the apple orch- 
ard is one in some places that is ne- 
glected. Make your homes attractive, 
cheerful and healthful by planting 
young orchards. In selecting places 
on the farm for young trees I would 
suggest that you take the eastern or 
southern slope, as the sun can have 
a better effect, and also they will do 
much better. 
Mr. Watts showed 


some fine specimens of apples that 
were grown on his farm and also 
gave some points on how to take care 
of an orchard and how to spray. 


Saturday Afternoon 


Prof. Wells W. Cook gave a talk 


on Milk Production. He said it is a 
question of what you put In a cow as 
to the result of the production of 
milk you get from her. Nothing but 
good, clean, nutricious food should 
be fed her in order to get the best re- 
sults from her. He stamped upon the 
minds of the people some good facts 
about the kind of care cows should 
have. 


Ross F. Lee then gave a talk on 


Insects on Apples. Mr. I-.ee gave quite 
a lengthy talk on the kinds of insects 
telling of the different kinds and 
those most Injurious to orchards and 
hnw to battle with them. 


D. H. Watts then talked on "Gilt 


edge" Butter, How to Make and Sell 
[t. Mr. Watts talks from experience 
on butter making. 
He stated that 


fancy butter always brings fancy 
prices. Dairies nhoiild be kept clean 
and free from contamination from ah 
mpure stable, and dairy cows should 
be fed on a balanced ration. 


J. S. Burns then spoke oil Swine. 


'f we want to make it a success we 
must keep them growing from the ply 
until ready for the market; they 
should never be allowed to become 
stunted at any period of.their lives." 
There is danger of over-feeding. This 
requires care and watchfulness on the 
part of the feeder. Pigs sh6uld have 
plenty of exercise in order to keep in 
a healthy condition. 


Saturday Evening 


D. H. Watts talked on The Farmer 


and the Future. 
The duty' of the 


farmer, with his zeal and energy in 
he world, is to make a success of it. 
With all the improvements it is' our 
duty to live up to these new inven- 
tions. 
This is a great day of pro- 


ress, but there are some farmers 


who object to certain improvements. 
The telephone, the binder, and all im- 
proved machinery are great helps to 
the agricultural world, and in fact 
we could not do without them. 


The Farmer and His Wife was then 


discussed by J. S. Burns. The talk 
was full of humor and kept the audi- 
ence in laughter for some time. 


Little Miss Lena Ritchey gave sev- 


eral recitations during these sessions. 
This little girl deserves a great deal 
of praise for the manner in which 
she recites. 


These meetings were well attend- 


ed and,great interest was manifested. 
All feel they have been benefitted by 
them and that the time may soon 
ome when we can hold one each 
year.

'cities, we'have found no organization 
as well equipped, as thoroughly or- 
ganized and as well managed as the 
Commercial Club of Portland, Ore.

Whether there were rake-offs from 
his rake-off, for the benefit of "gang- 
sters" remains to be seen,—there are 
always things left for the imagina- 
tion to picture.

mathematical nomenclature he made 
C305 per cent.—and yet there are 
those who still hold that "Pennsyl- 
vania has no ills worthy of mention" 
and that the new palace of graft is 
worth all it cost! 


But this is by no means the oaly 


instance of "trimming." Sanderson 
received from the state for furnish- 
irig room 101, on main floor, $21,- 
215.20 and the coat of the work to 
him was $2,018, netting him a gain 
on a single room of 
$19,197.20. 


Room 101 is not the only one that 
cqst the state many times what it 
should have cost 
For fitting up 14 


rooms Sanderson received from the 
funds of the state and the people 
$155,369 60, and by sub-letting had 
the work done for $28,724, thus rak- 
ing in for himself or for himself and 
some favored members of the gang, 
"corrupt and criminal," the gigantic 
sum of" ONE HUNDRED TWENTY- 
SIX THOUSAND SIX HUNDRED 
FORTY-FIVE DOLLARS AND SIXTY 
CENTS. 


But where was the arflhitect, Mr 


Huston, during the time these out- 
rageous contracts were being made? 
If he did not know that the prices 
were above all reason he was not fit 
to have charge of the erection of the 
building s^d if he did know it and 
closed his eyes or turned his head 
while the State Treasury was being 
looted he is not fit to run at large.

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feet, one and a half inches square, 
and contain three beds, two trunks, 
three suit cases, a dresser, wash- 
basin and a bar of soap.
